Bivins, who was killed in Friday's 
storm at Streator, was held f id» after­ 
noon at 2:30 o’clock at the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mr». Henry Bivins 
at 
No. 
11» 
Second 
street. 
Tin 
services 
were conducted 
by 
Rev. 
Joseph Fort Newton, who preached 
an eloquent 
and touching sermon 
The funeral was largely attended, 
Irving to Save I ife. 


Dr. T. F. Henry, the roommate and 
partner of the deceased young man 
came here with the body of the de 
ceased. 
From him the following ac­ 
count of the death of his friend was 
obtained: 
The buildings of the new race track 
were about completed. 
Three barns, 
frame structures, stood near the track 
and in these were a number of valur 
able racing horses which were being 
trained. 
George Doyle, superintendent 
of the 
track, with Mr, 
Bivins had horses 
and racing 
material in the largest 
barn. 
When the storm came 
up 
Doyle’s eight.»year-old boy was in the 
barn and Mr. Bivins seeing its danger­ 
ous character 
exclaimed 
to 
him: 
“ There’s a terrible storm coming and 
we !' ail be killed. 
Maybe i can save 
you.” 
He grasped the boy’s hand but 
in a moment more the air was tilled 
with Hying timbers and the boy who 
is in the hospital with his arm broken 
says he remembers nothing more. 
Its 
thought that Mr. Bivins was trying to 
get Ills little friend into 
a 
ditch 
near t he barns which was several feet 
In depth. 
After the storm passed 
there was nothing left of the three 
stables but a few boards scattered 
about 
Mr. Bivins 
was found still 
alive, but he died witldn an hour, just 
as he was about to tie lifted into an 
ambulance. 
There was no wound up 
on his body except th at 
the index 
linger of the left hand was 
cut off at 
the first joint. 
Death 
was caused 
by his being struck full in the face by 
a (lying timber. 
Two young men, 
were working 
for him. 
One 
was 
killed outright, while the other su s­ 
tained a broken leg. 
Supt. Doyle, who was near the bam s 
saw his cottage, situated 
on 
the 
grounds, go up Into the air carrying 
his wife with it. 
She died the next 
day. 
In a park adjoining, 
Harry 
Doyle, was killed, while the superin 
tendent himself had a thigh and a leg 
and coliar bone broken, besides n u m ­ 
erous bruises. 
The colored man. Will­ 
iam Brown, spoken of In the dis­ 
patches, had 
three 
boards 
driven 
through his body at the hips, but liv­ 
ed until be was taken to a hospital. 


His Best friend 


Dr. Henry said 
of his deceased 
partner: 
“ He was the best friend I 
ever had. 
He has been rooming with 
me for the last fourteen years, when 
he was not on the racing circuit. 
We 
held “ Carrie J . ” 
in partnership but 
sold her last spring. 
“ Biv,” as 1 
always called him had two horses, 
Lady .Smith 2:J6i and a green trotter 
named Rose Scherbert, the two being 
valued at *2,000. 
These are dead and 
his racing paraphernalia is scattered 
to the four winds. 
He was to have 
given up the circuit too, this fail and 
had said that he was fitting up his 
horses for sale in the speed 
ring 
in 
Chicago this fail. 
He 
Intended to 
train horses during thesum m er at the 
park hut to do no racing.’’ 
In the conversation 
Dr. 
Henry 
stated that the deceased 
had 
on 
a number of ocasious given his belief 
that he was not destined to injury in 
the racing field, but that his death 
would occur in a cyclone. 
“ 1 always 
tried to ridicule or laugh away these 
imaginings, as 1 termed them ,” said 
the doctor, 
but he was firm in his 
belief.” 


Nels was one who was charitable to 
all, generous to a fault and straigh t­ 
forward in his dealings 
He wa» al­ 
ways a gentleman, and as a horseman 
above reproach. 
Always willing to do 
a favor or perform some little service, 
he never demanded the same in re­ 
turn: never spoke ill of others and was 
the best friend 1 ever had.”

how the price of butter is regula ted 
and fix ed. 
When th e m eeting of the 
board of tra de opens 
ea ch Monday 
noon there are from 50 to 150 people 
present—men who ha v e bu tter to sell 
and men who ha v e come to buy 
ow n­ 
ers of crea meries, 
representa tiv es of 
commission houses in Chicago, 
brok­ 
ers a cting for big houses in New York 
and other cities, and those who are 
enga ged in th e ex port business. 
All 
butter is gra ded according to Its qua l­ 
ity by a ritra ry rules for the protection 
Of th e tra de, a nd the proprietor of a 
crea mery who ha s a qua ntity to sell of­ 
fers so ma ny pounds, just as an oper­ 
a tor on th e board of trade in Chica go 
offers w h ea t or corn or railroad sha res 
on the stock ex cha nge, 
oth e r m a nu­ 
fa cturers do th e sa me and the buy ers 
bid for it. 
Ea ch 
bid is recorded in 
little mem ora ndum books. 
A t 2:30 
o’clock the offering and the bidding 
closes when 
the secretary ca lls for 
final bids, a nd a sks each seller if he 
a ccepts th e offer th a t has been ma de 
for his b u tter. 
Some of them a ccept 
and some 
decline, and a 
record is 
ma de of all purchases. 
Then th e 
quota tion 
com m ittee, 
which consisted of fiv e members of the 
board elected by their collea gues, re­ 
tire to an a djoining room w ith a sta te ­ 
m ent of the prices asked and draw an 
a v era ge, ta k in g into considera tion all 
pha ses of th e situa tion, the condition 
of th e ma rket, th e ca ttle, the pa stures 
and all other circumsta nces, and w ith ­ 
in a few m in u tes report to th e open 
board what in tDeir judgm ent is a fair 
price for the butter, and th a t is th e 
rate for the rest of the week. 
T h is price v aries considera bly , a c­ 
cording to th e season of th e y ear, 
w hether th e gra ss in the pa stures is 
fresh or dry , the supply of butter on 
ha nd and other circum sta nces. 
For 
ex a mple, in J a nua ry la st y ear b utter 
held stea dy a t 24 cents, v a ry ing only 
one-ha lf cent a pound during th e en ­ 
tire month; in Februa ry it opened a t 
25 cen ts and ran up to 29 during the 
third week of th e month; in March it 
dropped to 26; in April it opened a t 
30c a pound a nd fell to 22. 
In May 
there was not th e slightest v a ria tion; 
it was 22 cen ts from the beginning to 
th e end or th e month. 
In A ugust, 
ow ing to a decreased dema nd, the 
price ran down to 19 cents, but it 
gra dua lly 
bega n 
to a dv a nce until 
December, w hen it held stea dy a t 29 
cents through the entire m on th .
